Now, we agree with this chap to some 
extent, and to some extent we do not. and 
told him so, bluntly. In the first place, 
no man is entitled to the good things ef 


thie world unloce’ he earns ther 
does not make any difference w 


be a working man or a capitalist. That 
takes us all in. -We agree with him that 
the capitalist gets more than his share, 
and that he ought to be trimmed down; 
also, we bélieve he is going to be trimmed 
along such lines, anf that the trimming 
process is now beginning, thanks to a 
Democratic president and Administration. 
At the same time, we do not believe that 
a pick and shovel man is entitled to as 
big a wage as a man who may not be a 
laboring man in that sense of the word, 

all. The man who has spent a lifetime 
getting education and acquiring knowl 
edge, and by the use of that education and 
knowledge, properly applied, has accumu- 


, lated a competence, is entitled to compen- 


sation for it, just the same as.a skilled 
mechanic is entitled to compensation for 
his ‘‘know how’’ as well as ‘his aetual 
work.
